“It is the city’s firmest in- 
tention to pursue as fast as is 
legally and fiscally feasible the 
construction of adequate off- 
street parking garages in the 
downtown area and in the 
memorial area, for the purpose 
of relieving parking needs 
after the closing of the river- 
front parking lot.” 

Construction of two down- 
town municipal parking ga- 
rages has been biocked by 
suits brought by private park- 
ing lot interests. The city won 
one of the suits in circuit court, 
but the case was appealed to 
the Missouri Supreme Court, 
which has scheduled arguments 
next Sept. 17. Another suit at- 
tacking the parking meter 
ordinance and its provisions for 
using parking meter receipts 


for traffic control devices and 


off-street parking facilities is 
pending in circuit court 

The city is also hampered by 
refusal of the Legislature to 
enact measures that would 
specifically permit use of park- 
ing meter recip's to suppiement 
revenues from parking facilities 
in financing construction of 
the facilities. The Legislature 
also has refused to permit the 
city or tts lessee to sell any 
commodity or services except 
parking privileges in these 
public facilities. Parking re- 
ceipts alone would no be suf- 
ficient to permit their financ- 
ing, if parking charges are ‘io 
be set at reasonabie levels, of 
ficials said 

Mayor Tucker emphasized 
that, in any event, the 25-cent, 
all-day parking fee charged at 
the rivérfront lot could not be 
maintained in any garage built 
by the city. 


Several years ago the Bi- 
State Agency announced pre- 
liminary plans for an wnder- 
ground garage on the river- 
front. accommodating nearly 
4000 automobiles and costing 
between $11.000,000 and $i2.- 
000,000. Milton M. Kinsey, 
chief engineer of the agency, 
said the plans wave not been 
abandoned but are currently in 
abeyance, principally because 
the Legislature has refused to 
improve marketability of rev- 
enue bonds issued by the 
agency 

Dumping of dirt on the Me- 
morial site began last week as 
part of grading to fix the con- 
tours established in the revised 
plan for the project, Julian C.

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) 
—The Senate today passed a 
bill to provide government- 
subsidized price guarantees for | 
domestic mineral producers | 
hard hit by foreign competi- | 
tion.

‘Socialized’ 


WASHINGTON (UPID—~ 
Housing experts said yesterday 
that the 35,000 units of fed- 
erally-aided, low-rent housing 
which Congress is expected to 
authorize for the 1959 fiscal 
year is a purely token figure. 

They pointed out that in the 
past two years local housing 
authorities have signed up for 
well under that volume. 

Inasmuch as authorizing 
more units than will actually 
be built costs the Government 
nothing, these sources said, 
Congress probably will con- 
tnue the 35,000-unit annu:! 
authorization as a gesture to 
public housing advocates. 

The figure is contained in 
the omnibus housing bill, nov 
before Congress. One Capiic! 
Hill source said no fight over 
the figure would develop be- 
cause no one expects that the 
Government will be called on 
to underwrite that much public 
housing. 

The 35,000-unit figure was 
the maximum for federal sub- 
sidy commitments for fiscal 
1958, which ended June 30. and 
for fi$cal 1957. When the final 
tally for 1958 is in, officials of 
the Public Housing Administra- 
tion (PHA) estimate, it will 
range between 17,500 and 20.- 
000 units. 

In 1957, local housing au- 
thorities contracted with the 
Government for subsidies for a 
scant 3300 units. This, how- 
ever, is explained by the 44,000 
units in 1956 “which swept the 
cupboards bare,” one official 
said. 

Why, with the Government 
ready to subsidize up to 35,000 
units annually for low-income 
families, is the demand so 
much less? The question elicit- 
ed these reasons from several 
Government sources: 

Local authorities, who man- 
age the projects, are choked up 
with administering develop- 
ments already in existence or 
being built. Their work load in- 
creased by an estimated 100.- 


000 units between 1953-57. 
Hence, a PHA official said, 
they just don't have the 


manpower and facilities to ex- 
pand, 

In many communities public 
housing is a highly controver- 
sial subject and elected offi- 
cials feel it is safer to stay 
away from it. Its critics refer 
to it as “socialized” housing. 
As one Capitol Hill observer 
put it, “the thing is sure to 
evoke some pretty deep ideo- 
logical feelings.” 

Many cities find themselves 
“land poor.” That is, within 
the city limits, there is insuf- 
ficient vacant land on which to 
build new developments. 

In Washington, reported 
James Ring, president of the 
National Capital Housing Au- 
thority, “we have been badly 
stymied with regard to sites.” 
Another aspect of the problem, 
Ring noted, is that zoning re- 
strictions sometimes rule out 
using vaeant land for multiple- 
dwelling buildings. 

The PHA limit of $17,000 a 
unit for total development 
costs has proved unworkable 
in some places, especially 
where land costs are high. Ring 
said his agency feels PHA 
should reconsider this limita- 
tion. 

The object of the $17,000 
top, a PHA official said, is to 
prevent profiteering at Gov- 
ernment expense. Even where 
the proposed contract averages 
less than $17,000 a unit, he 
said, “if we see any water in 
it we throw it out.”

Halfway Defense Is Not Enough | 


The public hearings before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee have ended with 


- an overwhelming nderance of testimony 


supporting Presiddht Eisenhower's program 
for reorganization of the Defense Department. 
It is now up to this committee to show that 
it puts national security ahead of outworn 
traditions and vested interests. It can do 
this by making three amendments. The three 
revisions would give the President and Secre- 
tary of Defense Neil McElroy all they have 
been planning and fighting for since last fall. 

The bill as passed by the House does im- 
prove the defense establishment, but it does 
not do all that is essential. The unified com- 
mand system is strengthened, research and 
development centralized, the power of the 
Secretary of Defense to assign future weapons 
systems clarified and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
are made better able to function as a strategic 
planning and operational command structure. 
This is not enough. ; 

Modern warfare could be global in scale, 
nuclear in frightfulness and electronic in 
speed. That is why unification must be real 
and not token, why civilian control over the 
military must be complete and not partial, 
why lines of authority must be clear. 


The House bill has three failings along 
these very lines. First, it would require the 
Defense Secretary to exercise “direction, au- 
thority and control” over Army, Navy and 
Air Force “through the respective secretaries 
of such departments.” This-would constrict 
his authority if it did not lead to intransi- 
geance on lower levels. 

Second, the bill provides that an objection 
by only one chief of staff to a transfer of func- 
tion from one service to another could be sus- 
tained by a concurrent resolution in Congress. 
This would encourage the separate services, 
instead of composing their differences within 
the defense establishment, to carry them into 
Congress where political pressures rather 
than military considerations are uppermost. 

Third, the bill reaffirms a provision in the 
present law giving the three service secre- 


q 


taries and military chiefs the power to go 
over the Defense Secretary's head to Congress 


with any recommendations. That is an invita- 


tion to service feuding and to insubordination. 


The fight on these three points is 
the President, a professional military man, 


_ backed by a score of other experts on the 


civilian and military aspects of the situation, 

and a group made up principally of Navy and 

Marine officers and the oligarchs of the two 

Congressional committees. Objective interest 

in national defense and military wisdom stand 

opposed to political power and vested interests.

Senator Symington of Missouri, a member 
of the Senate Armed Services Committee, ex- 
pressed the issue admirably when he said: “I 
believe that prompt action to modernize our 
defense structure is vital to the security of 
the United States and therefore I would hope 
that any special interest or regard for a par- 
ticular service will not prevent the long over- 
due reorganization of the Department.” 


Representative Cannon. of Missouri, in a 
speech on the House floor last May 6, tried to 
prevent any change in the President’s reor- 
ganization plan. He declared: “We cannot 
accept any compromise on the President’s bill. 
Any compromise.on this carefully thought out 
measure destroys it. And We will never have 


‘another chance. It is high time that we put 


an end to this insane bickering between the 
services, eliminate Billions of wastage, and 
begin to develop sufficient military strength 
to keep us out of war.” 


What Mr. Cannon said was supported this 
week by Adm. Arthur Radford, retired Chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs, who told the Sen- 
ate committee that unless Congress gave 
the President and Secretary McElroy what 
they are now seeking it would be necessary to 
take even more drastic action within two 
years. 

If the Senate Committee does not give Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary McElroy the 
program they seek there should be a deter- 
mined fight on the floor to amend the bill. 


Disaster by Democrats

rocal trade pacts extension bill almost beyond 
recognition. 

Not only was the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s proposed five-year extension cut to 
three years. Several other crippling amend- 
ments were attached to the bill. The most 
serious one all but repeals the basic principle 
of the reciprocal trade philosophy which Cor- 


dell Hull, Franklin D. Roosevelt and a Demo- ' 


cratic Congress wrote into law 24 years ago. 


This was the Kerr amendment, which re- 
quires the President to accept tariff-increas- 
ing recommendations of the Tariff Commis- 
sion unless Congress by a majority vote of 
both houses upholds his position. The House 
provision on this point was bad enough. It 
permitted Congress to overrule the Presi- 
dent's decision in such escape-clause cases by 
two-thirds vote. Infinitely worse is the Sen- 
ate clause, which puts the burden on the 
Executive branch to drum up a majority in 
Congress to support. its own rulings on tariff 
cases. Every tariff case would thus become 
a congressional fight. 

From the beginning, what made the recipro- 
cal trade law work was its removal of tariff 
policy from the arena of congressional log- 
rolling. The President, representing a na- 
tional constituency, can apply a mational point 
of view. to tariffs much more successfully than 
can Representatives and Senators who are 
necessarily responsive first to local or re- 
gional interests. The reciprocal trade law en- 
abled Congress to set broad lines of tariff 
policy which the Executive could apply for 
the general welfare. 


The Kerr amendment goes far to reverse 
this basic principle. It is a long step back 
toward protectionism. It is a disaster for the 
policy of liberal, expanding foreign trade. 
And the authors of the disaster were these

De Gaulle’s Algerian New Deal 


Premier De Gaulle obviously has not yet 
transformed Algeria, but he has announced 
a program for the strife-torn French posses- 
sion in North Africa, New public works are 
announced as ready for launching. School 
construction is to have high priority and De 
Gaulle promises that in 10 years every child 
in Algeria will have a school to attend. 


That is not Utopia tomorrow, but for Al- 
geria it means basic change and a new day. 
Public housing, power plants and the modern- 
ization of agriculture, through irrigation and 
other improved methods,.are promised. All 
the Algerian people will have a new place in 
the French sun. In the fall they are to vote 
on an improved system of government—a sin- 
gle électoral college, with all communities 
participating, and Moslem women voting for 
the first time. 

This is not as far as the extreme French 
nationalists would go. They seek total inte- 
gration of Algeria and the Sahara as a French 
province. But the Premier, feeling his way 
and seeing how far he can go, is keeping his 
hands as free as he can. His repeated pledges 
to the Moslem erowds of full equality with 
the French people in Algeria are in his record 
for fulfillment. Meantime he has made a 
conciliatory move by appointing Jacques Sou- 
stelle, a leader of the Algerian insurrection- 
ists, as Minister of Information in Paris. This 
may not placate the hottest of the rebels, but 
it ought to convince mahy that Premier De 
Gaulle seeks to reunite France and is- willing 
to go a long way to do it.

ing them on. He has looked over Algeria 
first-hand. He has talked with its little peo- 
ple as well as with its leaders. Back in Paris 
we has the satisfaction of knowing that one 
of the trouble spots of the world is quieter 
and calmer and more hopeful because of his 
program for its belated rehabilitation. 


Slow to Intercede 


Why is the Justice Department so reluctant 
to become involved in the Little Rock school 
case at this critical point of appeal? 

Judge John B. Sanborn has announced that 
the United States Court of Appeals will hear 
the appeal from the order suspending integra- 
tion on Aug. 4, in advance of the regular 
September term. The appeals court is heed- 
ing the advice of the Supreme Court to act in 
ample time before the opening of school. 


Obviously the courts regard the: matter as 
urgent. The whole question of integration in 
Little Rock’s schools, for which the Federal 
Government struggled last year, is now moot. 

Yet Attorney General William P. Rogers 
says the Justice Department will study the 
Situation, and wait until the appeals court 
acts on a stay of the suspension order before 
deciding whether to enter the case. Even 
then, he says, the department will act only 
if the court asks it to do so. 

The Justice Department does not always 
stand so coyly aside. On its own motion, it 
entered the Hoxie case in 1956 to urge an 
injunction against interference with integra- 
tion in that Arkansas community. It entered 
the Little Rock case in 1957 to try to halt 
obstruction there by Gov. Faubus and others. 
In both cases Herbert Brownell was Attorney 
General of the United States. 

At no time since William P. Rogers as- 
sumed that office has the Justice Department 
done anything concrete te suppress defiance 
of integration, the law and the federal courts 
in Little Rock. The department failed to 4s- 
sist the school board, as the board itself com- 
plained. The department failed to try to 
penalize extremists who continued harassment 
of the school. The department even failed 
to enter the case when the school board final- 
ly requested a delay. 

Why this record of studied inaction and re- 
treat?. Attorney General Rogers owes the 
country an explanation. There are reports 
that he privately promised Southern Senators 
such a policy as the price of confirmation of 
his appointment. If he continues to duck his 
duty the country will begin to believe them.

In this respect at least we can 
learn from our principal adversary. 
The Soviet ‘Union knows what its 
purposes are, and what policies it 
needs to pursue. The central purpose 
of Soviet policy is to isolate the 
United States—politically, economi- 
cally, militarily—by sowing dissen- 
sion and division in the free world. 


Soviets’ Total Policy 


But in our dismay and anxiety we 
must stop to ask ourselves why is it 
that the Soviet Union is able to ex- 
ploit the world situation, to our grave 
disadvantage? 


My answer is this: Precisely be- 
cause they do have a total policy. 
Theirs is a policy that takes into 
account all aspects of international 
affairs, a policy which is flexible, 
resourceful, and inventive. 


i am not suggesting that we should 
imitate the tactics of deceit and ir- 
responsibility which the Soviet Un- 
ion employs with such success. But 
I do think we may well pause to ask 
whether we cannot match this unity 
of purpose, this breadth and range of 
view, and this flexibility of tactics. 


A foreign policy which is carried 
out on many fronts simultaneously is 
the only kind of policy that makes 
sense in today’s world. Widescale, 
short- and long-term foreign eco- 
nomic assistance and investment; ex- 
panded and revitalized world trade: 
a strefigthened United Nations and 
other international institutions; 
greater acceptance of, and reliance 
on, international. law; a vastly 
greater exchange of persons; greater 
respect and coricern here at home 
for the rights and liberties of indi- 
viduals; the strength and growth of 
our own economy—all of these must 
pursued vigorously and whole- 
heartedly. 


Where U.S. Can Win 


There will be no peace achieved 
with the Soviet Union until it rea- 
lizes it can no longer win over the 
peoples of Asia Africa. a 

As a consequence, our foreign pol- 
icy must be geared to stre ening 
the political and social institutions 
of such underdeveloped areas, and 
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know-how—and America’s concern 
for social justice for all people. We 
are not a military people—and we 
are not acting ourselves when we re- 
ly on rattling sabers in a jittery 
world. By character, emotion, and 
experience, we are better prepared 
to lead toward progress than to plan 
toward destruction. 


Trade and the Free World 


The greatest contribution Ameri- 
can business can make in strength- 
ening the free world is in an area 
American business itself knows best 
—trade: 

Make no mistake about it, the 
Communists are engaged in an eco- 
nomic offensive, which in the long 
run may constitute a greater danger 
than all their sputniks and intercon- 
tinental ballistics missiles put togeth- 
er. I'll tell you why: because we are 
not going to let them get ahead of 
us in the field of sputniks and inter- 
continental ballistics missiles.. For 
those, you can get Congress to vote 
a hundred billion dollars if you need 
it. But the same Congress that won’t 
bat an eyelash in voting the money 
that may be required for our military 
security will haggle, day after day, 
and week after week, and month 
after month, over an effective trade 
policy. 

You see, I am one of those who be- 
lieves that the Communists have de- 
cided not to blow the world to pieces. 
They have decided to pick it up piece 
by piece. “Operation Nibble.” They 
are working on it right now, and they 
have been at it a long time. 


A major consideration in our for- 
eign trade program is its importance 
for the continued economié and po- 
litical well-being of the free world. 
We are either going to trade with 
other nations, or one of three other 
things is going to happen. We are 
gaing to have to give them or loan 
them the dollars that they need to 
buy from us. Or they are going to 
trade with the Communist bloc. 


Now I think the best answer to 
this is to let them trade, and this 
means offering them opportunities 
for trade. It doesn’t mean falling 
down and playing dead. It doesn’t 
mean running a massive social wel- 
fare program for the whole world. It 
means doing ‘business by making it 
possible for others to do business. 


What are We afraid of? Our indus- 
trial capacity and the capital goods 
that we have in our industrial plant 
are second to none. 

If the Communists want peaceful 
competition we should welcome it. 

I like competition. I am a born 
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competitor. And I have enough faith 
in the. American competitive free- 
enterprise system to believe it can 
face this or any other challenge 
without having to retreat behind a 
protectionist wall undermining our 
reciprocal trade program throughout 
the world. 

But if anything is now clear, it is 
that we cannot stumble along on a 
year-to-year patchwork program of 
reacting to individual threats as 
they become crises. Instead, we need 
to embark upon a long-term program 
of combined effort toward freedom, 
peace, and progress; in our own land 
as well as in our policies toward 
other nations, Domestic and foreign 
programs, to be effective, muSt be 
all tied together. No move can be 
made successfully unless it is com- 
bined with connected moves. 

We cannot exercise defensive mili- 
tary leadership in Europe unless we 
are also constant- 
ly standing forth 
as the leader in 
searching for 
peace and disarm- 
ament. We cannot 
hold up the flag 
of liberty in Peru 
or Venezuela 
when our econo- 
my is too weak to 
take the products 
3 ‘ : on which they 
Senator Humphrey jjye. We cannot 
demand of Europe that it join us 
in making funds available for the 
peaceful growth of the Middle East 
when we cut off their trade with 
us. We cannot gtow strong our- 
selves unless our efforts provitie new 
markets for our food and fibers 
abroad. 

Somehow we must act in a large, 
positive way to teach the new na- 
tions that improvement is a deliber- 
ate process, based upon goodwill and 
international responsibility. Our ob- 
ligation to meet this Soviet challenge 
is moral, as well as economic and 
strategic. I hope that we can still 
muster the leadership to respond 
adequately and in time. 

Let us demonstrate to the world 
that we are mature, that‘ we are ca- 
pable of leadership, Let us demon- 
strate to the world that we under-

stand the economic problems of | 


others. Let us demonstrate to the 
world that we welcome competition. 


Let us demonstrate to the world, 


by deed as well as word, that only 
through competitive enterprise and 
the building of enterprise, can you 
lift the standards of living—not only 
of ourselves but of the rest of the 
world as well.

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Disentanglement in Lebanon 


WASHINGTON. 


ARRING A NEW DEVELOPMENT such as an invasion of 
the Lebanon from Syria, there will not now be, indeed 
there cannot now be, a British-American armed interven- 


tidn in the civil war. 


The report of the U.N. ob- 
servers has cut the ground 
from under intervention at the 
request of President ened 
be it on the | | 
basis of prom- 
ises which have 
been given to 
him, or on the 
basis of Article 
51 of the Char- 
ter,-or under 
some interpre- 
tation of the 
Eisenhower 
Doctrine. For 
unless the re- 
port is contra- 
dicted by events 
in the future, it not only de- 
nies that there is any just 
cause to intervene, it also 
makes it certain that the Unit- 
ed Nations would oppose and 
condemn an intervention. 


The thesis of the report is 
that the fighting is an internal 
Lebanese civil war. The idea 
of landing the British para- 
troopers who are now in 
Cyprus and the American Ma- 
rines who are now with the 
Sixth Fleet has, therefore, been 
opposed in advance. 


Help for the Rebels. 


There is no doubt that the 
rebels are being helped and 
encourage, and that this is in- 
tervention by a Nasser in Leb- 
anese affairs. But the question 
is whether this intervention is, 
as the Chamoun Government 
claims, “massive” or whether, 
as the U.N. observers report, 
it is not enough to be signifi- 
cant and decisive. 

For the American bystander, 
asked to choose between these 
two conflicting stories, there is 
one undeniable fact that argues 
convincingly in favo- of the 
U.N. observers. 


This is the fact that the 
Lebanese army is passive, do- 
ing little more than to contain 
the rebels, refusing to subdue 
them. This destroys the claim 
that the Lebanon is defending 
its national independence 
against foreign aggression. 

It supports the judgment of 
Mr. Hammarskjold and the 
U.N. observers that the real 
opposition to Chamoun is by 
Lebanese, by those who are in 
open rebellion, and by those 
who, including the army, are 
refusing to help put down the 
rebellion,

Moslem-Christian Pact. 


There are some who believe 
that in failing to intervene 
actively in support of Cha- 
moun, we are participating in 
another “Munich,” that is to 
say in the sacrifice of a friend- 
ly country to appease an ag- 

ssor. There are others who 
believe that if the British and 
American forces were to inter- 
vene, we would be participat- 
ing in another “Suez.” 

We might do better not to 
argue by analog, and to dis- 
card the stereotypes of Munich 
and Suez trying instead to see 
the Lebanese problem itself. 

The Lebanon is a unique 
state, unlike any other in the 
Middle East or anywhere else, 
in that it exists by virtue of a 
pact between the Christian and 
the Moslem community to live 
and work together.

Moslem pact. 


Religious War Danger. 


Western intervention on be- 
half of the Christian President 
of the Lebanon would surely 
arouse the implacable opposi- 
tion of the Moslems. In all 
likelihood the internal war 
would become what, happily, it 
is not now, a religious war. 

Our interest is to de- 
fend the independence of the 
Lebanon by using our influ- 
ence to preserve the integrity 
of the basic Christian-Moslem 
pact. Insofar as Chamoun 
stands in the way of a political 
settlement of the civil war, we 
should advise him to step 
aside, we should warn him not 
to prolong the struggle by 
gambling on a British-Ameri- 
can armed intervention. 

If the pact is preserved, his 
successor would also be a 
Christian Arab, and there is no 
present reason to think that he 
would be any more ready than 
is Chamoun to be absorbed into 
the United Arab Republic. He 
will be all the less ready if we 
have played the part of medi- 
ators for a settlement rather 
than of partisans of Chamoun 
personally. 


Syngman Rhee and Chiang. 


If our commitment to Cha- 
moun personally has ‘been ‘as 
explicit as many reputable re- 
ports say it is, the outcome is 
of course inglorious, however 
prudent. In fact, Chamoun’s is 
the third conspicuous case in 
recent history when, in order 
not to be drawn into irrational 
war, ‘we have had to disen- 
tangle ourselves from client 
governments. 

The other two cases are that 
of Syngman Rhee in Korea and 
that of Chiang Kai-shek in For- 
mosa, Both in Korea and in 
Formosa there was a time when 
each of the local leaders be- 
lieved that he could lead us 
into war—Syngman Rhee for 
the reconquest of Northern Ko- 
rea, Chiang for the reconquest 
of the mainland. These were 
dangerous entanglements and 
in both cases we have managed 
to disentangle ourselves. 

A similar entanglement with 
Chamoun seems to have existed 
until, thanks to the U.N., we 
have found a way to disen- 
tangle ourselves.

The 400 voting delegates, 
after prolonged debate, reject- 
a motion which would have 
directed the Placement Com-

The motion for “dry” meet- 
ing places was offered as an 
amendment to the report of 
the Temperance Committee, 
which urged pastors and lay 
people to abide by the church's 
rule barring liquor, tobacco, 
improper dress, dancing, 
movies and bingo games. 

One minister-delegate said, 
“How can we tell our people 
not to patronize a grocery that 
sells beer, when we meet in a 
hotel which serves liquor? I 
feel out of place every time I 
go through this hotel drug 
store and see all that liquor 
on the shelves.” 

The Rev. Mr. Mooneyham 
warned the delegates: “It 
would be difficult for our 
Placement Committee to find 
a suitable meeting place where 
liquor is not sold. 

“Only two states are dry by 
legislations — Oklahoma and 
Mississippi,” he pointed out 
“So we can do one of two 
things—hold all our meetings 
in Oklahoma and Mississippi 
until our brethren in those 
states get tired of us, or build 
our own convention hall. 

“If this hotel charged us for 
all the facilities we have used,” 
the Rev. Mr. Mooneyham said, 
“it would cost us $3300. 

“IT don’t feel that I’ve been 
contaminated by spending a 
week here. I think I'll go back 
home as good a Christian as 
when I came; besides, I'll carry

Search for New 
Diet Is on Again 


HAVE YOU NOTICED how the thread they’re using 
Yn dresses isn’t very good these days? It seems to be prone 
to split especially around the waistline. At least I had 
been blaming it on the thread until I stepped on the 
bathroom scales. 

Oh no. Not again. What 
shall it be this time, the 
fruit and cottage cheese, 
the hard boiled egg and 
prune, or the absolutely- 

‘ no-bedtime-snack diet? I 
was doubly depressed, 
first at the thought of 
giving up that large dish 
of strawberry ice cream 
each evening, and sec- 
ondly, that I hadn't heard 
of any new diets lately. 
Novelty somehow takes 
the ultimate agony out of 
starvation.: 

Then a friend told me 
about “Folk Medicine,” 
by D. C. Jarvis, M.D. Dr. 
Jarvis, a fifth generation 
Vermonter, started out 
in the early days of his 
practice scoffing at the 
native remedies from 

Nature's drug store, gradually became more and more en- 

thusiastic about the healthful results from such simple 
dietary secrets as herb teas, apple cider vinegar and honey 
and seaweed or kelp tablets. 


In his book, which has become one of the 
hottest volumes on the library shelves this sum- 
mer, he makes a good case for what might seem 
to be highly offbeat food habits. 


CLARISSA START . 


For one thing, he points out that all of us live in 
different type “human houses,” depending on our ancestry, 
and we should pay more attention to the type of food our 
ancestors ate to which our bodies were conditioned. 
Nordics should not eat beef but seafood, cranberries and 
apples instead of citrus fruits; Alpines the land grown 
cereals, and meat from game, flocks, and herds; Mediter- 
raneans, seafood, dairy products and especially corn cereals 
and grapes. 

However, the apple cider vinegar and honey treatment 
is almost a cure-all in his book. Insomnia? Mix a cup of 
honey with three teaspoons of apple cider vinegar and 
take two teaspoons of the mixture before retiring? Sore 
throat? Gargle with vinegar. Cough? Lemon (or vinegar), 
glycerine, and honey. Muscle cramps, burns? Again vine- 
gar-honey. 


For general good health? Two teaspoons of 
honey and two teaspoons of cider vinegar in a 
glass of water one or several times a day. He has 
used the same treatment successfully for poorly 
feathered chickens, cattle with pregnancy prob- 
lems, and minks with attacks of dizziness. 


As for overweight, sip a glass of water to which 
you've added two teaspoons of apple cider vinegar at each 
_ meal, and you'll lose weight slowly but gradually, he says. 
* I'm willing to give it a try, and I must admit it probably 
. will work better than my typical reducing diet. This was 
described by Jane Goodsell in her “Soup to Nonsense” 
column in the Guild Reporter, and it goes like this: 
half grapefruit, dry toast, black coffee. 
Lunch: broiled meat patty, celery and carrot sticks, half 
~€rapefruit. Dinner: one small lamb chop, half cup string 
beans, lettuce tossed with vinegar, black coffee. Midnight 
snack: Liverwurst and Swiss cheese sandwich, leftover 
- mashed potatoes, two slices meat loaf, large piece of apple 
‘ pie a la mode, five chocolate brownies, three glasses of 
milk.

‘He’s Only a Baby’ 


SOMETIMES A MOTHER WILL SAY, “Oh, when he 
gets to school they'll teach him. He’s only a baby now.” So 
such things as obedience, co-operation and willingness to 
play with others in good spirit, not to mention good table 
manners, are left to be taught at some time when he is 
older. 
This is not good practice. Children start learning in 
the way that makes the learning stick, by experience, soon 
after they come into this world. Every experience they 
meet teaches them something. They learn to take hold and 
to let go at)the right time; what is good to touch and what 
is not. They learn to use their senses to tell them what 
g0es on about them. 


In brief, they learn a great many things that 
are to stay with them forever. It is important then 
that what they learn is learned in the way most 
helpful to them, 


It is far easier to teach a child a way of doing than to 
unteach him once he has learned the wrong way.

THERE’S ONLY ONE WAY to start a review of a 


picture Alfred Hitchcock directs. And that is to say “Hitch- 
cock has done it again.” In “VERTIGO,” at the ST. LOUIS, 
he has not only given us an eerie thriiler but he has

managed, while holding us spellbound 
with his tricks, to cover up the fact the 
murder plot, which the core of the 
film, is as full of holes as a Swiss cheese 
and that James Stewart, as the hero, is 
remarkably romantic and gullible for a 
former city detective lieutenant. 
Hitchcock has taken the novel “D’Entre 
Les Morts” ("From Amongst the Dead,’’) by Pierre Boileau 
and Thomas Marcejac, authors of “Diabolique,” and trans- 
ferred it to a San Francisco setting. It wouldn’t be nice, 
of course, to give the full details of the plot, but it starts 
off when Jimmy, who has resigned form the San Fran- 
cisco force because he suffers from acrophobia, (fear of 
heights), is asked by an old college chum (Tom Helmore) 
a shipping magnate, to follow Helmore’s wife, who he 
relates is suffering from a neurotic suicidal impulse. 

From the point where Helmore points her out in a 
smart restaurant, Jimmy shadows her faithfully and finds 
from her strange actions she seems to identify herself 
with the’ spirit of her great-grandmother, who became in- 
sane and killed herself. After Jimmy rescues her from the 
bay, into which she had jumped on an impulse, and she 
turns out to be Kim Novak, he of course falls in love 
with her. From then on some weird and terrifying things 
happen. 


The scenes of the detective tailing his quarry have a 
necessarily slow pace, but Hitchcock has used them as a 
tauntingly deliberate mounting of the blocks of his mystery 
structure, intensified by eerie music. Later you can quarrel 
all you like with the logic of what has happened, but he 
certainly kept you on edge while it was unfolding. 

Mr. Stewart, although a bit folksy for a detective, is 
an old reliable, and Miss Novak seems to be developing 
quite a bit as an actress, giving two convincing portrayals 
of utterly opposite types of women. Barbara Bel Geddes 
is nice as the -detective’s career-girl pal.

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Is Another Ice Age on the Way? 


Two Columbia U. Scientists Think So—but Don’t Worry, It’s at Least 10,000 Years Away

SOME 18,000-odd years ago 
the last ice age reacned its 
frigid peak. Glaciers miles 
thick blanketed the top of the 
world, their edges stretching 
below New York City. Ocearis 
were at least 450 feet below 
their present levels. 

Then the mountains of snow 
and ice melted northward, fill- 
ing the oceans inch by inch. 
Some _ scientists believe the 
seas rose to their present levels 
about 5000 years ago. Others 
contend the rise has continued 
steadily since the ice age 
ended abruptly about 11,000 
years ago. 

Will the rise continue, sub- 
merging our great coastal 
cities and low inland areas? 
Or, at the other extreme, will 
the ponderous glaciers again 
creep south? Could the re- 
maining ice around the world 
be melted by man and his 
nuclear weapons? Could the 
Arctic ocean be freed of ice to 
become another world shipping 
route? 

Russians have _ suggested 
clearing the Arctic ocean of 
the ice that now thinly covers 
its surface. Canada and Rus- 
sia would be particularly bene- 
fitted with new harbors. These 
countries and Alaska would 
also gain as their frozen wastes 
turn into arable land. 

Solar heating and mechani- 
cal dissipation of the ice were 
mentioned as means to achieve 
this ambitious goal, But na- 
ture, if we can wait for her, 
is presently doing the job 
slowly. 

ARCTIC ICE is shrinking. 
It now covers 12 per cent less 
area than it did 15 years ago, 
and is 40 per cent thinner. It 
now averages about six feet 
thick. Once it starts to break 
up, it will melt at a much 
faster rate than might be ex- 
pected, according to Dr. Mau- 
rice Ewing, head of Columbia 
University’s Lamont Geologi- 
cal Observatory. 

An open Arctic, American 
scientists have estimated, would 
raise the average temperatures 
of London, New York and 
Moscow by 10 degrees fahren- 
heit. This would thaw out the 
great land areas that border 
on the Arctic. 

Contrary to first appear- 
ances, the ocean levels would 
not rise from the melting Arc- 
tic ice cover. Because the ice 
now floats in the water, the 
water levels would remain the 
same. 

However, ocean waters have 
been encroaching farther on 
the land each year of the last 
century. The water has come 
from slowly receding glaciers.

If all of .the continental 
ice remaining in the world 
were to melt, particularly the 
two-mile thick layers on 
Greenland and Antarctica, 
the oceans would rise at least 
100 and perhaps 200 feet, 
the experts estimate. Even 
the lesser figure would be 
enough to cover all of Man- 
hattan Island. 


Most scientists refuse to pre- 
dict when—if ever—this rise 
will be upon us. The most dar- 
ing guesses are a century or 
two, paralleling the general 
temperature increases that they 
expect to continue for another 
100 years. On the other hand, 
some geophysicists say the 
earth has about reached the 
limit of a warming cycle and 
will soon begin sliding back 
toward another ice age. 

The most general agreement 
is that man, even with his nu- 
clear bombs, could hardly ma- 
terially affect the trend at this 
stage of his knowledge. A 
typical snowstorm releases en- 
ergy® equal to hundreds of 
atomic bombs, which gives an 
inkling of the magnitude of 
the forces that are at work up 
north. 
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f all the continental ice remainin 


though they would undoubted- 
ly influence climate a great 
deal, are far from practical 
now. For example, Russian en- 
gineers have spoken of dam- 
ming up the Bering strait and 
pump’ng warm Pacific waters 
into the Arctic with atomic- 
powered pumps. Another in- 
volves damming the massive 
gulf stream to divert its flow. 

But even the more conserva- 
tive schemes cannot be achieved 
now because of our great ig- 
norance of the forces that con- 
trol our weather. 


FRIGID MOUNTAINS of 
snow and ice have come south 
four times in the last million 
years, using moisture from the 
sea to build their miles-high 
glaciers. Four times they have 
retreated, releasing water that 
raised ocean levels. 

Numerous theories have been 
offered to explain these mys- 
terious ice attacks and their 
strange withdrawals, which oc- 
curred simultaneously in the

grinding glaciers. 

As they see it, shallow pas- 
sageways between the almost 
landlocked Arctic ocean and 
the warmer currents of the 
North Atlantic are the cause 
of it all.

AN ERA in television ended 
unexpectedly this week. “See 
It Now,” one of the medium’s 
most distinguished programs, 
gave its final performance. A 
seven-year run, not just an- 
other season of TV, came to a 
close. 


The demise of “See It Now” 
became known as the team of 
Edward R. Murrow and Fred W. 
Friendly offered a fascinating 
study of the rise of Western 
Germany since the end of 
World War II. 

Next year Murrow and 
Friendly will be engaged in the 
production of “Small World,” 
a weekly half-hour series which 
by means of film will present 
prominent figures in different 
parts of the world in a joint 
conversation, 

Inquiry this week revealed 
that the title of “See It Now” 
is to be dropped, but that Mur- 
row and Friedly may do a few 
longer docimentaries in the 
same general style. 


“See It Now” has been on

gram on the late Senator Jos- 
eph R. McCarthy occasioned 
world-wide headlines. Mur- 
row and Friendly have had 
virtual autonomy in their 
operation. Their new pro- 
gram, “Small World,” will 
come under the supervisory 
aegis of CBS news. 


But “See It Now” also has 
been symbol of one of the TV 
industry’s dilemmas. While its 
quality and contribution to a 
viewer’s understanding of cur- 
rent affairs have been widely 
hailed, the program this sea- 
son did not attract extensive 
sponsorship, even though it is 
very expensive to prepare. A 
somewhat tighter TV economy 
has forced review of many 
public service programs. 


In CBS circles it was con- 
tended that dropping of the 
title “See It Now” did not 
mean that Murrow and Friend- 
ly could not duplicate their 
past successes under some 
other title. But skeptics noted 
that title changes sometimes 
can be indicative of funda- 
mental policy changes in TV. 
It was confirmed that the fate 
of “See It Now” had involved 
protracted high echelon con- 
ferences at the network. 

Whatever next season may 
hold for them, Murrow and 
the curtain 


on “See It Now” in triumphant 
style. Their study of Germany, 
entitled “Watch on the Ruhr,” 
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in the world were to melt, water would cover almost 


Greenland and Canada on the 
one side, and Norway on the 
other, add a bottleneck effect. 

If their theory is true, the 
Passageways seem to act as 
nature’s safety valve for the 
world’s climate—cooling off 
the earth when it gets too 
hot, warming it when the 
cold gets too severe.

This theory sets up a regu- 
lar pattern of the ice alter- 
nately advancing and retreat- 
ing, as follows: 


When the. glaciers have 
reached their peak, the Atlan- 
tic water-level is low and less 
warming water gets over the 
shallow barriers into the Arec- 
tic. The Arctic freezes over, 
preventing moisture from evap- 
orating and then falling as 
snow onto the glaciers. With- 
out continually being replen- 
ished, the glaciers melt, raising 
the ocean levels. 

Then, the higher waters per- 
mit more of the warm Atlantic 
to get into the Arctic. This 
melts the covering ice and 
opens the ocean once again as 
a source of snow to rebuild the 
glaciers. Again they advance. 


FINE for the northern hemi- 
sphere, you might say, but 
what about the south? 


Dr. Ewing explains that the 
glaciers push the weather 
ahead of them. The normal 
rain belts are displaced south- 
ward, watering the areas that 
are today’s deserts. And more 
rain and snow fall onto the 
high mountains, adding to the 
normal accumulations there. 

It was these permanent 
mountain glaciers, swollen by 
added precipitation, that spread 
over sections of South Ameri- 
ca and New Zealand, rather 
than a general invasion from 
the South Pole as originally 
believed. 


Then, with ice and snow 
covering great areas in both 
hemispheres, and with unusual 
rain clouds blanketing much 
of the tropics, less of the sun's 
warming rays reached earth 
This, according to the calcula- 
tions, would account for the 
temperature drop recorded dur- 
ing the ice ages. 

Surprisingly enough, the con- 
tinental ice of Antarctica did 
not grow during the ice ages, 
according to the latest findings 
of International Geophysical 
Year teams, Dr. Ewing said. 

Since the earth's last ice on- 
slaught the oceans may have 
risen as much as 800 feet. And 
indications are that the rise 
continues about one foot a 
century. 

There are other records sup- 
porting this trend. The earth's 
average temperature has risen 
one degree Fahrenheit in the 
last 50 years. This is a very 
rapid rise on the geological 
time scale. 


Another established fact is 
that the ice sheet still ‘cov- 
ering the Arctic o¢ean is 


rapidly thinning. 


These pieces of informa- 
tion reinforce the Ewing- 
Donn theory's clear implica- 
tion that, strange as it first 
appears, Nature may be 
warming up the Arctic to 
hatch another ice age. The 
incubation period should be 
at least 10,000 years, how- 
ever, so fur parkas won't be 
standard equipment for any 
of our children. 


By that time, perhaps man 
will know more about the 
weather and be able to exert 
some control over it. Certainly 
the latest ice age theory, if 
accepted, will 
toward that goal. 
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Repainting 
Porch Fleors

WHILE A GOOD QUALITY 
paint job on the outside of 
your home should last between 
four to five years, this doesn't 
mean you'll get the same scart 
of wear off of paint appiics 
to wood porch or outside deck:

Any finish applied to a sur- 
face that is subject to both 
moisture and the abrasion 
caused by people. walking over 
it should not be expected to 
last more than a season or two. 
Before repainting a porch 
floor, it should be checked 
over carefully to determine 
condition of the old paint and 
the flooring itself. If the paint 
has begun to crack and feels 
rough, it should be sanded 
off so that you can start with 
fresh smooth wood. Use a 
floor sander for this part of 


the work. If there are cracks 
between some of the floor 
boards, fill them with white 
lead. If the wood has shrunk 


so that some of the nails are 
loose or if the nails have rust- 


ed, pull them out, fill the 
holes and set new nails in. It's 
best to use nails made out of 
non-corrosive metal such as 
aluminum and the heads should 
be sunk below the wood sur- 
face and then filled in and 
over with putty. 

Use a level to make sure 
that the floor is pitched so 
that water getting on it will 
drain quickly off. Improper 


pitch or low spots can usually 
be removed by jacking up from 
underneath and putting in ad- 


ditional posts Be sure that 
the area under the porch is 
well vented. If it feels damp. 
cover the soil with sheets of 
heavy building paper. 

As far as paint goes, use an 
outside deck or porch floor 
enamel These are made es- 
pecially to take both wear and 
moisture. Don't use regulation 
house paint for it won't take 


wear.

One can only hope that CBS 
next year will leave no stone 
unturned to assure that Mur- 
row and Friendly can continue 
to deat in their own way with

Unpopularity of U.S. 


NEW YORK, July 11. 

I HAVE SAID BEFORE that letters coming to me from 
South America indicate that part of our current unpopular- 
ity there comes from the feeling that we have sided with 
dictators in many cases when the people were trying to es- 
tablish a more democratic form of government. 


I realize well the difficulty any administration 
in Washington faces in taking sides in a fight that 
might. be going on within a country. In establish- 
ing the good neighbor policy, the United States 
said that though it upheld the Monroe Doctrine 
and would not allow a foreign country to take over 
control in South or Central America, it would not 
interfere in the internal affairs of countries there. 


But even this policy presents difficulties. For if there 
is a dictatorship in a country where its people evidently are 
not yet prepared to set up and continue a democratic form 
of government, the administration is often faced with the 
question of choosing between the dictatorship in power or 
another one that might come to power. 

If the existing government seems to be advancing the 
standard of living and preparing its people for a better gov- 
ernment, it may be difficult to keep hands off on the chance 
that another more democratic government will result, even 
though it eventually may turn into another dictatorship. 


These evaluations are difficult, as has often 
been the case in the Carribean and South and Cen- 
tral America. And to complicate matters, the So- 
viets have been adept in infiltrating and needling 
certain dissatisfied groups, keeping them in a state 
of ferment. 


My latest letter on this subject comes from a man who 
once was in a responsible position in Cuba. He sends me a 
copy of a letter addressed to our President and some in- 
formation on horrible things done by the army of the pres- 
ent Cuban Government to civilians. He also incloses a 
newspaper column on the situation there. Here is a quote 
from his letter: 


“As the column points out, there is great resentment 
in Latin America toward the American policy of working 
with and aiding dictators. Such assistance gives those 
tyrants respectability and makes it more difficult for the 
people to obtain their freedom. — 


“Should the armed forces that perform such 
unspeakable acts be trained by three large Amer- 
ican military missions, as they are being trained? 
Should this government receive millions of dollars 
in United States war equipment, as it received for 
six long, painful years? Should such a government 
be part of the free world? 


“IT inclose a photo of Dulles and Perez Jimenz which 
explains, in part, why Nixon was savagely attacked in Vene- 
zuela. And I inclose a letter which hundreds of Cuban 
women are sending to the President. If you could publish 
this letter in your column and interest American women in 
the Cuban problem, you would be doing a great service for 
your Latin American sisters.” 

I am not using the letter here because, as it is ad- 
dressed to the President, I feel he should make the decision 
on releasing it for publication. But I am pointing out some 
of the difficulties an administration has to face in deciding 
whether to keep hands off.

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Along Back Roads in Ozarks

HAVE YOU EVER NO- 
TICED how the eyes of night- 
hunting birds glow like rubies 
if you happen to catch them in 
your car lights after dark? 
One evening last week—after 
supper and an hour or so be- 
fore sunset—we drove out to 
explore some of the back-coun- 
try roads along the headwaters 
of Big river. We were on a 
search for an unspoiled Ozark 
homestead that we might 
photograph; and you would be 
surprised, in this age of imi- 
tation brick siding and tele- 
vision aerials, how difficult 
such a thing is to find. 


Almost at the start we got 
off on a wrong road; a new 
farm-to-market that runs from 
Highway 32 out toward the 
non-existent village of Del- 
bridge which was named by 
its forgotten mathematician- 
founder “The City Without 
Sin.” The new road followed 
a long ridge -without ever 
coming in sight of the little 
farms tucked away in the hol- 
lows. Finally we came to a 
crossroad well enough traveled 
so that we surmised it would 
lead eastward toward Belgrade 
with a turn-off to the south, 
somewhere along the way, that 
would take us through Enough 
and back to Highway 32 again. 


The contrast between these 
roads was interesting; the 
new one engineered to reach 
its ultimate destination by 
the shortest route—and the 
old one meandering down a 
creek valley, then crossing 
through a gap in a ridge and 
dropping into another valley. 
The old road touched at 
every farmstead along its 
circuitous way, often winding 
between the house and the 
barn. It was laid out long 
ago without benefit of sur- 
veyor’s transit but perhaps 
following a game trail or 


some path traditionally used 


by the Osage tribes before 
white men came into these 
hills. There were plenty of 
farms along this road but 
none that resembled the pi- 
oneer homestead for which 
we were searching. 


As we came down beneath 
the looming bulk of Johnson 
mountain with its lookout tow- 
er, we took another wrong 
turning, so that dusk had fallen 
when we finally located the 
Enough road leading back to 
Highway 32 and home. I had 
turned on the lights and we 
were coasting down a long hill 
when I saw a smali, dark ob- 
ject in the road and slowed to 
avoid disturbing it. 


At this moment the object 
turned and we saw two bright 
ruby eyes. Ginnie took the 
binoculars and focused them, 
but the object took wing and 
circled the car and alighted 
again, still only yards away. 
Then on a fence post flanking 
the road we saw a mate to the 


first bird which also seemed 
reluctant to leave the circle of 
our lights. Now by stopping, 
we were able to examine both 
birds closely through the 
glasses and identified them, 
even in the gathering dark- 
as a pair of sharp- 
shinned hawks. 


At the bottom of the hill 
we crossed a small creek and 
started another steep climb 
—and again were stopped by 
a pair of ruby eyes shining 
from the edge of the road. 
This time we knew our 
quarry was a whippoorwill. 
It called over and over and 
now, in the binoculars, we 
could see the white band 
around its throat. After this 
the roadside seemed alive 
with whippoorwills and sev- 
eral times in watching and 
listening we could hear dis- 
tinctly’ the little “cluck” 
which precedes the call and 
could see the bird bowing as 
this was uttered. 


The final performance, how- 
ever, was most interesting of 
all and was, we are convinced, 


- part of a mating ceremony. A 


bird crouched at the edge of 
the road was giving forth a 
strange gutteral rumbling 
sound that we've never heard 
before. This went on for per- 
haps a minute when the whip- 
poorwill we were watching was 
joined by another and the two 
seemed to circle and bow to 
each other. They were quite 
undisturbed by our car lights 
and were still at their strange 
performance as we drove away. 
Before we left, however, I esti- 
mated there were at least 20 
calling birds within hearing; 
most of them whippoorwills 
but also two or three chuck- 
will’s-widows. These two spe- 
cies are, of course, closely re- 
lated and we have in Missouri 
still another member of this 
family—the night hawk, bull 
bat or night jar.

Uncle Ray’s Column 
Hailstorm in Florida 


By Ramon Cof{man 


ONE DAY I observed a hail-| 
storm in southern Florida. I) 


was in a drug store at the 
time, and saw a clerk go out- 
side and gather a few small 
hailstones. He brought them 
inside, and people in the store 
seemed a bit excited because 
hail is comewhat rare in the 
area. : 

“When I was a boy and lived 
up north,” the druggist said to 
me, “I gathered hailstones as 
big as hen’s eggs, and took 
them into the house. Then I 
used them to freeze ice cream 
in an old-time freezer.” 

Q. Does hail fall inside the 
Torrid Zone? 

A. Yes, but it is rare in most 
countries in that zone, Hot air 
usually melts the hail before 
it reaches the ground, 

When hail does fall in a Tor- 
rid Zone country, the residents 
take a special interest. A native 
of the East Indies was walk- 
ing from a town to his home 
when a hailstorm took place. 
After it was over, he put dozens 
of pieces of “ice from the sky” 
in the basket and finished his 
trip home. When he reached 
his dwelling, he glanced in 
the basket and found that all 
the pellets of ice had melted 
away! 

O. How is hail formed? 

A. Drops of rain or flakes of 
snow start to fall, but upward 
currents take them into high 
parts of a huge cloud. On the 
way up they are covered with 
moisture.

Those pellets may fall as 
small pieces of ice, but often 
they are swept upward again 
and again. They strike rain 
while going down and snow 
while going up. Over and over 
they receive new coats of ice

That action, often repeated, 
accounts for the snow-and-ice 
formation of many hailstones. 
A hailstone which fell at An- 
napolis, Md., was found to have 
25 layers of ice and snow!
